Heritage Auctions lot #64219 lists this as Hungary Republic Silver 
Proof Restrike 5 Pengo 1929 BP-UP PR 67 Cameo X-PN12.1. 


NGC lists this 50.3g UP Proof Silver Kilppe Restrike market at $400 
USD (X# Pn12.2). 


This one is from Daniel Frank Sedwick LLC / Treasure Auction #8 
(Oct. 2010) and is not listed as a restrike, but a 1929BP Proof Silver 
Pattern with toning, and said no price listed in KM. It sold for $158 
USD plus premium. 


Here’s an original pattern, as you can see there is no UP under the crown. 
Many coins of Hungary through 1948, especially 1925-1945, have been 
restruck in recent times. These may be identified by a rosette in the vicinity of 
the mintmark. Restrike mintages of KM440-449, 451-458, 468-469, 475- 
477, 480-483, 494, 496-498 are usually 1000 pieces, later date mintages 
are not known.

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Pitis of Palembang 


Tin Pitis are from the Sultanate of Palembang. Your Editor is a member of the Australian Numismatic Society. The ANS 
holds on-line member auctions a few times a year. For the December 2016 auction lot 31 is for a Palembang Coins 
catalog signed author Frank S. Robinson, and the auction has several other lots of rare or unusual catalogs nearly all 
signed by the creators. Of course, | bid on all of them, but won’t know until after the January 8, 2017 ANS meeting if | am 
successful. | have near heard of Tin Pitis before, so | had to learn more about these coins and the author. 


The author explains on his website, that the Sultanate of Palembang on the Island 
of Sumatra (Dutch East Indies, today’s Indonesia) issued coins until 1821. Nearly

Palembang is one of the oldest cities in Indonesia. It is located on the Musi river on the Island of Sumatra. The 
Sultanate of Palembang was established in the early 17 century by Javanese nobles fleeing from dynastic intrigues 
after the collapse of the Sultanate of Demak. It soon became one of the greatest agricultural and trade centers in the 
Malay area. The uniface coins have crude Malay-Arabic inscriptions around a center hold. Many Palembang pitis are not 
dated, NvdC gives a first date 1061 AH (1650/1 AD) and as last date 1219 AH (1804/5 AD).

The Royal Dutch Shell oil refineries at nearby Pladju (or  jja,, 
Pladjoe) were the major objectives for the Empire of Japan in the Pacific War, 
because of an oil embargo imposed on Japan by the United States, the Nether- ~ 
lands, and the United Kingdom. With the area's abundant fuel supply and airfield, 
Palembang offered significant potential as a military base to both the Allies and the Pane al

Airborne attack a Re Bom 
While the Allied planes attacked the Japanese ships on 13 February, Kawasaki Ki-56 transport planes of the 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd Chutai, Imperial Japanese Army Air Force (IJAAF), dropped Teishin Shudan (Raiding Group) paratroopers over 
Pangkalan Benteng airfield. At the same time Mitsubishi Ki-21 bombers from the 98th Sentai dropped supplies for 
paratroopers. The formation was escorted by a large force of Nakajima Ki-43 fighters from the 59th and 64th Sentai. 


As many as 180 men from the Japanese 2nd Parachute Regiment, under Colonel Seiichi Kume, dropped between 
Palembang and Pangkalan Benteng, and more than 90 men came down west of the refineries at Pladjoe. Although the 
Japanese paratroopers failed to capture the Pangkalan Benteng airfield, at the Pladjoe oil refinery they managed to gain 
possession of the entire complex, which was undamaged. A makeshift counter-attack by Landstorm troops and anti- 
aircraft gunners from Praboemoelih managed to retake the complex but took heavy losses. The planned demolition 
failed to do any serious damage to the refinery, but the oil stores were set ablaze. Two hours after the first drop, another 
60 Japanese paratroopers were dropped near Pangkalan Benteng airfield. 
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On 14 February, the surviving Japanese paratroopers advanced to the Musi, Salang and Telang rivers, near Palembang. 


Amphibious assault 


The main Japanese invasion force, an amphibious assault fleet under Vice-Admiral Jisaburo Ozawa of the Imperial 
Japanese Navy (IJN), was on its way from Cam Ranh Bay in French Indochina. It was made up of the Imperial Japanese 
Army's 229th Infantry Regiment and one battalion from the 230th Infantry Regiment. A small advance party set out eight 
transports escorted by the light cruiser Sendai and four destroyers. The main force followed in 14 transports, escorted by 
the heavy cruiser Chokai and four destroyers. The covering force included the aircraft carrier Ryujo, four heavy cruisers, 
one light cruiser and three destroyers. Additional air cover was provided by land-based IJN planes and the UJAAF 3rd Air 
Division. On the morning of 13 February, a river boat commandeered by the British Royal Navy, HMS Li Wo — under 
Lieutenant Thomas Wilkinson — ferrying personnel and equipment between Singapore and the Dutch East Indies, ran 
into the Japanese fleet. Although Li Wo was armed only with a 4-inch (LOO mm) gun and two machineguns, its crew fired 
at the Japanese troop transport ships, setting one on fire and damaging several others, while under fire from the 
Japanese cruisers. This action continued for 90 minutes until the Li Wo ran out of ammunition. Wilkinson then ordered 
the ramming of the nearest transport, before his ship was destroyed by Japanese fire. Wilkinson received 
a posthumous Victoria Cross (VC), the highest award for gallantry in the British Commonwealth, and the only VC awarded 
in the Dutch East Indies campaign. On 15 February, an ABDA naval force of five cruisers, HNLMS De 
Ruter, HNLMS Java and HNLMS Tromp, HMS Exeter, HMAS Hobart and 10 destroyers, under Admiral Karel Doorman, 
made an abortive attempt to intercept the Japanese force. Planes from Ryujo and land-based aircraft made a series of 
attacks on the Allied ships, forcing them to withdraw to the south of Sumatra. As the Japanese landing force approached 
Sumatra, the remaining Allied aircraft attacked it, and the Japanese transport ship Otawa Maru was sunk. Hurricanes 
flew up the rivers, machine-gunning Japanese landing craft. However, on the afternoon of 15 February, all Allied aircraft 
were ordered to Java, where a major Japanese attack was anticipated, and the Allied air units had withdrawn from south- 
ern Sumatra by the evening of 16 February 1942. Other personnel were evacuated via Oosthaven (now Bandar Lam- 
pung) by ships to Java or India.

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The Imperial Optical Company

DID YOU 
KNOW : ee at one time one of the largest optical lens-making establishments in the world was a Canadian 
company that began with a single shop in New Brunswick? 


Most Canadians will have heard of the Imperial Optical Company whether they wear eyeglasses or not. Like many 
Canadian companies a memento was created in 1967 to convey pride in being Canadian and sharing in the celebration 
of 100 years of progress. 


Percy Hermant, along with his parents, immigrated to Canada from Europe in 1898. He was sixteen years old. He 
studied optics in Boston, Massachusetts before opening his first shop in Saint John, New Brunswick in 1900. Within five 
years Hermant had branches in Toronto, Hamilton and London, Ontario. At the start of World War | German lens imports 
had been halted by the government. Hermant used this opportunity to purchase a lens plant in Rochester, New York. He 
had the machinery dismantled and moved across the border to Toronto. After the war Hermant found himself well 
established and in a position to compete with German and US companies in overseas markets. During World War Il 
Hermant’s factory was able to supply bombsight lenses as well as many other materials for the war effort. When the war 
came to an end in 1945 Hermant’s company, Imperial Optical, continued steady expansion. When Percy Hermant died 
his Optical companies had existed for 59 years and had 78 branches in Canada. 


Percy Hermant was a philanthropist donating to many scholarships in Montreal and Toronto. Percy focused his 
charitable offerings toward youth and embraced the promotion of education, music and better hospitals. 


When Percy Hermant died in July 1959, at the age of 77, he was the president of the firm he had created, Imperial 
Optical, one of the largest lens-making establishments in the world. After his death the company passed into the hands 
of his son Sydney. In 1965 Sydney sold controlling interest in Imperial Optical to Harcourt Carter Optical who, by 1991, 
had assumed complete control of Percy Hermant’s firm, Imperial Optical Co. 


This Imperial Optical centennial medal is nickel-silver (36mm) and is encased in Lucite. The medal was struck by 
Wellings Mint of Toronto from a design by Emmanuel Hahn. The medal is also known in bronze and gold plated. 


The Hermant Building at 19 Dundas Square, Toronto was designed by Bond & Smith Architects in 1913. When it was 
completed, this 10-storey building was the tallest in the city. The Hermant Building originally housed the headquarters of 
Imperial Optical which at one time controlled over 80 percent of the optical industry in Canada.
